1 want to turn over 
to you this great trust of earing for tliese men." "It is a 
trust 1 feel, and 1 believe you feel, cannot be overeaf Imated— 
the caring for the thousands who, like uh, have had this 
tiling llirust upon tlu'iii almost overnight, and wbo, like most 
of us, are strangers to things military." 

How can a man of sufficient intelligeiu-e to he a War Minister of 
a great nation in this world >cri8is atill state that the war came to us 

suddenly If 

Every citizen of Anieriea iuul warning for two and a half years 
that there was proi)al)ility of our being forced into the war.* Not 
even the Secretary of War could have eMsaped the knowledge that 
there was, as exprcsscil l).v President Wilson nearly tWo years ago, 
"a world eonllagrutipu, and u dauger of sparks from that coiiflagra. 
tion being carried to our diores to kihdle here tlie flames of war." 

Yet after those bloody months of warning the Secretary of War, 
two months after the declaration of war, proclaimed that there "is 
disorder and confusion, but it is a happy confusion," and then ex- 
pressed his "delight" that we were not pre|)are(l for war. 

Now,- live inontlis and more after the declaration of war, seven 
months after the breaking of diplomatic relations, two years and a 
half iifler the sinking of tlie i.u.situnia, this uiicoiisciDniibli' |)osciir silill 
attempts to create a smoke cloud behind which he may liide the inef- 
ficiency of the War Department by saying that the war was thrust 
upon us almost oxi'i iiiglit. He. howcvei'. for once tells the truth when 
he indicate that lie and those for whom hi» «peak* "are slraiigi'rs to 
things miiitaiy." 

A silk purse caniKit be made out of a sow's ear; a shee]) cannot 
lead an army of lions; a half baked socialistic pacifist without the 
instihbt 6f the Ithtinir man,' oiF Ibe mental honesty of the courageous 
man. cannot face nor master the problems involved in the vaal war of 
the world. 

Never in all the history of mankind was there a greater tragedy 
than our failure to lie prejiared to play our ])art. Had it not bn-n 
' for the criminal act of the War Department in deinoliili/.iug the .Na- 
tional Guard after the severing of^diplomatic relations m' it li (iermany, 
it wmild have lii'cn possilile to liavc si'iit the force tniiiied on the .Mi-.x- 
iean border, expanded to twice its size, to Kurope early in the .sum- 
mer. We could already have had a half million men to aid I'ranee 
and Bclgiiini and Kiigbiiid. But even now. five months after the de- 
claration of war, (^uarterma.ster General Sharp testifiea before the 
House Committee on Appropriations that it will be impossible to fully 
e(piip more than a hundred and fifty thousand of the draft before No- 
vember 1st. 

Dill-dallying, shlUy-slifcUylng, beginning fo get ready to jnepare 
to start to c(|uip an army, the news from France, of the difficulties 
~in the formation of a new cabinet, the news from Russia of the civil 
war that is imminent, the news from England of the seduction of 
Arthur Henderson and his co-workers by the soeialistie agitators 
being uaed by Germany in its propaganda for ])eaee. all emphasiKe the 
dire need for our lighting force in France. Thcr^' is no persistency, 
no consistency in the policies of tlie War Department, nor will there 
ever be as long ns Newton Baker is Secretary of War.

Although women may not have ob- 
tained their full political righu, they 
have firmly eatebllshed themselves in 
the new industrial world, particularly 

They are. to be found doing men'a 
work In hundreds ot industries and 

they are doing It well, so well. In 
fad, that they will never be replaced 
by men. In Europe, the women are 
the chief part of the armies of indus- 
try that supply the armies in the 
field, while In Russia they are even 
on the firing line in the famous "Bat.- 
^lion ot Death." They are making 
munitions, running'tnunHwrs, driving 
texis and ambulanoes and are hold- 
ing thousands o\ other. vositloKB tor^ 
merly held by men. The men who 
held these positions have been cAlled 
to the colors. 

In this country, the women have be- 
gun to branch out In all directions. 
At the docka of the Buah Terminal 
Co., in Brooklyn, N. Y., ihey are act- 
ing as stevedores and handling small 
ciectric trolleys that carry the freight 
to and fro. In the railroad yards of 
the Krio H. U. Co., they are cleaning 
curs and doing other work hitherto 
done by men and several other rail- 
roads are using them: for similar 
work. In New York Otty, they are 
running elevators, one instance being 
the Martha ^Washington , I^ot^l w^ere 
they have entirely replaced the men, 
and are being trained to teke men's 
places in a number of other trades. 

Women have come into their own 
in the airplane lifdustry with great 
sreed. The enbrmoua demand for 
airplanes baa led to great wpanalon 
and the Stendard Areo Corporation of 
New York, employs women exclusive- 
ly in its wing department. Other air- 
plane makers have followed the Stan- 
dard lead and all are gratified with 
the good service given by the wo- 
men. The Standard Corporation is 
building the training machines for the 
Government and the work done by the 
women is most important 

In the electrical industry women 
have also scored heavily. Nearly 
twenty years ago, Dr. Schuyler S. 
Wheeler, president of the Crocker- 
Wheeler Company, of Ampere, K. J., 
encountered great opposition when 
he put women to work in the winding 
department of the factory. His Judg- 
ment has proved good, since the wo- 
men have done.~^e' work most ef- 
ficiently and are being employed 4n 
Increasing numbers, more than 100 
working in the winding room alone. 
This Coniiiany is also doing work for 
the (!o\ernnii'iit and it is a tribute to 
the ability of the women that they are 
doing their part. More recently other 
electrical manufacturing companies 
have followed the Orocker-Wheeler 
lead and are employing women to do 
work hitherto done by men. 

In the automobile industry women 
are beginning to do much oi the light- 
er work and in many places, have re- 
placed men as chauffeurs. They drive 
cr.refully and well and the time Is not 
far distant when women taxi-drivers 
will be more women than men. Wo- 
men: are entering prftotltally every in- 
dustry In this oountr/ and what is 
more, they are "maUng ^ood" every- 
where.

For this area the Bureau of the Cen- 
suB haa reoently lasned Ite fint an- 
nual report enttUed "Birth Statls- 
tlci;" Aa (he'«riMi'grows the annual 
reporte will deal with tho births In 
a constantly Increasing portion of the 
country and will, therefore, become 
of constantly Increasing Interest and 
value. 

The outlook for a very rapid 
growth ot (his Rel^stratioh "Area tor 
BIrtha is so good that a' word of cheer 
to the states outelde should be given. 
The need of complete birth registra- 
tion Is recognized now as never be- 
fore. The age of the soliller must be 
known, and so a new argument for 
birth registration comes to tho Unit- 
ed States. Since war was declared 
teste of the completeness ot birth reg- 
tratlon have been made by special 
agente of the Census Bureau in 'Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky,, and both tliese 
states secured a niiing of over !tO per 
cent, which 1 rincsmts Ihr degree of 
compleiencBs re(|uired for admission 
to tho area.
